As detailed in the engagement letter on file with the FARA unit, Covington assisted the Government of 
Liechtenstein in enhancing its relations with the United States Government and the United States private 
sector. On May 1 1, 2012, Dirk Suringa moderated a panel, titled "Joint Current International 
Developments Panel FAUST, USAFFT, FLF, and Transfer Pricing," at an event of the American Bar 
Association. Roger Conlon (Special Counsel, Internal Revenue Service) and Michael Plowgian (Attorney 
Advisor, Treasury Department) were panel participants, and media attended the event. Although the panel 
discussion was not specific to Liechtenstein, the topics discussed were similar to issues on which 
Covington advised Liechtenstein.
